Mrs.  Batchelder  was  a  town  auditor  for  ten  years 
and  has  been  a  town  librarian  since  1922. 

Married  to  David  F.  Batchelder,  she  raised  four 
children  and  is  very  proud  of  the  numerous  grand- 
children and  more  than  fifteen  great  grandchildren.

Hampton  Falls,  N.  H.  March  10,1964 


March  10,  1964.  Supervisors  took  oath,  there  were 
518  names  on  the  checklist  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
affairs. 

Hampton  Falls  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order 
at  3  o'clock  by  the  Moderator,  Richard  Bohm  who 
read  the  warrant.  Ballots  were  counted  and  600  were 
found  to  be  the  number  to  be  used.  Polls  were  declared 
open  at  3  :05. 

Business  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7;30  by 
the  Moderator.  The  Flag  was  saluted  by  the  assembly. 

The  Town  Clerk  announced  the  misprint  on  the 
ballot  was  her  mistake  and  Mr.  Richard  Merrill,  Sr.

Moderator  ruled,  "In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  name 
Richard  B.  Merrill,  Jr.  was  placed  on  the  ballot  as 
candidate  for  Road  Agent  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  name  should  have  been  Richard  B.  Merrill  (Rich- 
ard B.  Merrill,  Jr.  being  two  years  of  age)  and  that 
the  error  in  the  name  on  the  ballot  was  an  honest 
and  admitted  mistake,  I  hereby  rule  that  all  votes 
cast  for  Richard  B.  Merrill,  Jr.  shall  be  considered 
to  be  cast  for  Richard  B.  Merrill." 

Moderator  ruled  "Once  an  article  taken  up  in  the 
Budget  or  Warrant  is  finished,  no  further  action  may 
be  taken  on  it,  with  the  exception  of  one  reconsidera- 
tion in  case  of  error  or  misunderstanding".

The  Enabling  Act. 

36-A:l  Method  of  Adoption.  Any  city  by  vote  of  its 
city  council  and  any  town  at  any  duly  warned  meet- 
ing, may  adopt  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

36-A:2  Conservation  Commission.  A  city  or  town 
which  accepts  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  may  es- 
tablish a  conservation  commission,  hereinafter  called 
the  commission,  for  the  promotion  and  development 
of  the  natural  resources  and  for  the  protection  of  water- 
shed resources  of  said  city  or  town.  Such  commission 
shall  conduct  researches  into  its  local  land  areas  and 
shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  unofficial  bodies 
organized  for  similar  purposes,  and  may  advertise 
prepare,  print  and  distribute  books,  mapsi  charts, 
plans  and  pamphlets  whichin  its  judgment  it  deems 
necessary  for  its  work.  It  shall  keep  an  index  of  all 
open  areas  within  the  city  or  town,  as  the  case  may 
be,  with  the  plan  of  obtaining  information  pertinent 
to  proper  utilization  of  such  open  areas,  including 
lands  owned  by  the  state  or  lands  owned  by  a  town  or 
city.  It  shall  keep  an  index  of  all  open  marshlands, 
swamps  and  all  other  wet  lands  in  a  like  manner,  and 
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may  recommend  to  the  city  council  or  selectmen  or  to 
the  department  of  resources  and  econmic  development 
a  program  for  the  better  promotion,  development  or 
utilization  of  all  such  areas.  It  shall  keep  accurate  re- 
cords of  its  meetings  and  actions  and  shall  file  an  an- 
nual town  or  municipal  report.  The  commission  may 
appoint  such  clerks  and  other  employees  as  it  may 
from  time  to  time  require. 

36-A:3  Composition  of  Commission.  The  commission 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
seven  members.  In  cities  the  members  shall  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  mayor,  subject  to  the  provision  of  the  city 
charter,  and  in  towns  they  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
selectmen.  When  a  commission  is  first  established, 
terms  of  the  members  shall  be  for  one,  two  or  three 
years,  and  so  arranged  that  the  terms  of  approximately 
one-third  of  the  members  will  expire  each  year,  and 
their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  three 
years  each.  Any  member  of  a  commission  so  appointed 
may,  after  a  public  hearing,  if  requested,  be  removed 
for  cause  by  the  appointing  authority.  A  vacancy  oc- 
curring otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  a  term  shall 
be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in  the  same  manner 
as  any  original  appointment. 

36-A:4  Powers.  Said  commission  may  receive  gifts 
of  money  and  property,  both  real  and  personal,  in  the 
name  of  the  city  or  town,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
city  council  in  a  city  or  the  selectmen  in  a  town,  such 
gifts  to  be  managed  and  controlled  by  the  commission 
for  the  purposes  of  this  section.  Said  commission  may 
aquire  by  gift,  purchase,  grant,  bequest,  devise,  lease 
or  otherwise  the  fee  in  such  land  or  water  rights,  or 
any  lesser  interest,  development  right,  casement,  con- 
venant,  or  other  contractual  right  including  conveyances 
with  conditions,  limitations  or  reversions,  as  may  be 
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necessary  to  acquire,  maintain,  improve,  protect,  limit 
the  future  use  of  or  otherwise  conserve  and  properly 
utilize  open  spaces  and  other  land  and  water  areas 
within  their  city  or  town,  and  shall  manage  and  control 
the  same,  but  the  city  or  town  shall  not  have  the  right 
to  condemn  property  for  these  purposes. 

36-A:5  Appropriations  Authorized,  For  the  purpose 
of  establishing  and  maintaining  a  conservation  com- 
mission to  promote  the  development  and  better  utili- 
zation of  our  natural  resources,  as  authorized  by  sec- 
tion 2,  a  town  or  city  may  appropriate  moneys  as  is 
deemed  necessary.  The  whole  or  part  of  money  so  ap- 
propriated in  any  year  may  be  placed  in  a  conserva- 
tion fund  and  allowed  to  accumulate  from  year  to  year. 
Money  may  be  expended  from  said  fund  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  chapter. 

36-A:6  Commissioner  of  Resources  and  Economic  De- 
velopment. The  commissioner  of  the  department  of  re- 
sources and  economic  development  may  establish  a  pro- 
gram to  assist,  at  their  request,  the  cities  and  towns 
which  have  adopted  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  in 
aquiring  land  and  in  planning  of  use  and  structures  as 
described  in  section  2. 

168:2  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  sixty 
days  after  its  passage,  (petition  signed  by)  Ralph  San- 
born, Ethel  Sanborn,  Charles  B.  Bailey,  Virginia  Bailey, 
Beverly  Powell,  Wesley  Powell,  Mark  Kelley,  George  F.

7,187  books,  magazines  and  records  were  borrowed 
from  the  main  and  branch  libraries  of  Hampton  Falls 
by  2,303  visitors,  during  1964,  according  to  librarian 
Mrs.  Thayer  Edgerly. 

A  record  total  of  381  books  was  added  to  library 
shelves  and  files  during  the  year. 

51  of  our  estimated  300  families  volunteered  as 
Friends  of  the  Library  to  work  to  improve  library 
conditions  and  to  encourage  greater  use  of  the  library 
by  the  taxpayers. 

Each  family  paid  $1.00  in  membership  dues  for  the 
year  beginning  September,  1964. 

The  "Friends"  cooperated  with  the  Trustees  by  re- 
pairing old  books,  cataloguing  new  ones,  and  earning 
money  towards  the  anticipated  purchase  of  book  stacks 
and  filing  cabinets  which  are  needed  to  only  adequate- 
ly serve  the  modern  families  of  our  growing  commu-1 
nity. 

Mrs.  Robert  Ordway,  each  last  Wednesday  of  each 
month,  read  to  our  young  children,  ages  4  through  7, 
from  3:30  to  4:00  p.m.  and  expects  to  continue  her 
popular  program  through  the  school  year. 

A  reading  program  for  children  of  grades  2  through 
5  was  offered  each  Saturday  from  September  through 
January  but  was  unsuccessful  because  of  lack  of  at- 
tendance and  has  been  dropped  in  favor  of  a  monthly 
program  to  be  presented  the  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month  from  3:30  to  4:00  p.m.,  through  the  balance 
of  the  school  year. 

We  are  especially  indebted  to  Mrs.  Ordway  and  Mrs. 
Frank  Lalley.  Mrs.  Ordway  not  only  conducts  a  read- 
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ing  program  but  also  serves  as  chairman  of  the  book- 
buying  committee  and  as  vice  president  and  program 
committeewoman  of  the  newly  formed  "Friends".  Mrs. 
Frank  Lalley  gave  her  talent  and  time  in  the  sketch 
she  made  of  our  library  for  use  on  the  notepaper  now 
being  sold  by  the  new  organization  to  help  raise  money 
for  the  library. 

Mrs.  Richard  Sanborn,  New  Hampshire  State  Li- 
brary representative,  in  cooperation  with  the  Satur- 
day morning  reading  program,  selected  and  showed 
films  from  the  large  number  of  entertaining  and  cul- 
tural films  available  without  charge  from  the  State 
Library. 

The  new  heating  system  authorized  by  the  towns- 
people was  installed  in  the  library.

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Report    of    the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


I  welcome  this  opportunity  to  present  my  fourth 
annual  report  to  School  Board  Members  and  voters. 
In  this  report  I  shall  discuss  matters  of  special  inter- 
est to  voters  at  this  year's  Annual  District  Meeting. 
COMMITTEE  OF  EIGHT  CONTINUES  TO  STUDY 
UNION-WIDE  PROBLEMS 

Last  year's  report  included  considerable  discussion 
of  this  topic.  If  one  were  to  review  the  1963-64  report 
it  would  be  noted  that  last  year's  planning  did  result 
in  action  in  several  districts. 

The  Seabrook  School  addition  is  nearing  completion 
and  it  will  provide  the  needed  facilities  for  increased 
enrollments.  This  building  project  provides  a  library 
and  a  science  laboratory  as  well  as  seven  additional 
general  purpose  classrooms.  The  School  Board  is  plan- 
ning to  employ  a  librarian  so  that  effective  use  can 
be  made  of  that  important  educational  area.  Some 
citizens  of  Seabrook  have  expressed  the  hope  that  be- 
fore too  long  the  District  will  see  fit  to  increase  the 
size  of  the  auditorium-gymnasium,  provide  their  own 
school  lunch  program  (Seabrook  is  presently  served 
by  the  Winnacunnet  Lunch  Program  with  the  meals 
and  dishes  transported  daily)  and  provide  the  addi- 
tional facilities  needed  to  have  a  well  organized  physi- 
cal education  program  for  all  elementary  pupils. 

In  Hampton  Falls  the  voters  approved  sending  sixth 
graders  to  the  Hampton  Academy  building  on  a  tuition 
basis.  Hampton  voters  also  approved  this  tuition  ar- 
rangement for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  years  so 
as  to  allow  further  study  of  district  consolidation. 
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In  North  Hampton  an  expanded  citizens  advisory 
committee  has  been  continuing  to  study  space  prob- 
lems and  this  committee  working  with  the  School 
Board  has  arranged  for  three  specific  building  pro- 
posals to  be  included  in  this  year's  School  District 
Warrant. 

At  the  December  joint-board  meeting  of  all  school 
board  members  within  Supervisory  Union  21  action 
was  taken  to  insert  an  article  in  the  school  district 
warrants  of  Seabrook,  Hampton  Falls,  Hampton,  and 
North  Hampton,  which  article  would  make  possible 
the  formation  of  a  Cooperative  Planning  Committee 
in  each  district.  These  four  Planning  Committees 
would  organize  as  a  Planning  Board  having  the  re- 
sponsibility for  studying  possible  district  consolidation 
to  include  the  development  of  articles  of  agreement 
which  could  be  presented  to  voters  for  their  approval 
or  disapproval. 

POSSIBLE  DISTRICT  CONSOLIDATION 

One  may  reason,  since  Seabrook  has  already  taken 
action  to  build,  Rye  contemplates  action  this  year,  and 
South  Hampton  and  New  Castle  are  somewhat  re- 
moved geographically,  that  any  solution  advanced 
would  necessarily  involve  the  three  Hamptons  —  North 
Hampton,  Hampton,  and  Hampton  Falls.  Seabrook 
does  not  have  a  space  problem,  but  consolidation  will 
be  considered  by  voters  because  of  other  benefits  which 
seem  significant. 

The  Hampton  School  District  will  need  to  start 
planning  an  addition  in  1967  with  the  expectation  that 
space  would  be  available  in  September  of  1969.  The 
compression  is  being  experienced  in  grades  1-4.  North 
Hampton's  compression  exists  in  the  upper  grades  and 
an  addition  is  needed  now. 

The  three  Hamptons  (Hampton  Falls,  Hampton  and 
North  Hampton)  need  to  provide  additional  space  to 
accommodate  the  increasing   numbers   of  pupils   who 
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will  be  attending  public  schools  within  each  of  the 
districts.  It  may  be  very  important  to  go  beyond  in- 
dependent district  consideration  and  give  thought  to 
possible  ways  to  jointly  solve  the  space  problems  for 
all  three  districts. 

There  are  significant  educational  benefits  as  well  as 
important  financial  implications.  For  example,  if  three 
districts  became  one  for  grades  1-8,  Hampton  might 
send  some  elementary  students  who  live  near  the  North 
Hampton  School  to  that  school,  and  North  Hampton 
could  send  its  Junior  High  students  to  Hampton's  de- 
partmentalized Junior  High  School  which  has  the  fa- 
cilities needed  for  a  comprehensive  Junior  High  pro- 
gram. This  reorganization  could  make  possible  greater 
educational  return  for  the  tax  dollar  invested. 

At  this  point  I  should  explain  that  the  formation 
of  a  regional  school  district  does  not  mean  the  build- 
ing of  a  completely  new  school  nor  does  it  mean  the 
elimination  of  the  need  for  more  space  in  the  future. 
Each  district  entering  into  the  agreement  would  bring 
with  them  the  complete  buildings  and  other  assets 
which  they  have.  In  turn,  existing  debts  would  also 
be  brought  into  the  new  organization  (note:  the  State 
assistance  for  the  repayment  of  bond  issues  would  in- 
crease from  the  present  30%  to  50%  if  four  districts 
were  consolidated.)  Future  building  requirements  could 
be  decided  according  to  population  density  within  the 
new  district. 

If  the  voters  approve  the  appointment  of  a  Coopera- 
tive Planning  Committee  and  if,  at  the  later  date,  the 
School  Districts  vote  to  form  a  regional  school  district 
such  action  would  not  be  in  conflict  with  a  building 
project.  In  North  Hampton  and  Hampton  Falls  con- 
sideration is  being  given  to  building  additions  which 
could  be  used  for  any  elementary  grades  which  might 
be  assigned  to  those  buildings. 

I  can  personally  see  no  possible  harm  coming  from 
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the  appointment  of  this  planning-  committee  and  such 
action,  if  taken  by  the  voters,  could  result  in  educa- 
tional benefits  of  significance.  Less  spending  for  schools 
must  not  be  promised,  but  better  advantage  could  be 
taken  of  State  aid  plus  the  real  possibility  of  a  greater 
return  for  the  dollar  spent  because  of  more  effective 
use  of  staff  and  facilities. 

CAPITAL  RESERVE  FUND 

PROPOSED    FOR    SWEEPSTAKES    REVENUE 

The  New  Hampshire  Sweepstakes  Commission  dis- 
tributed approximately  $2,768,000  to  New  Hampshire 
school  districts  and  Hampton  Falls  received  $4,355.54 
on  or  about  December  15,  1964. 

The  legislation  clearly  indicates  that  sweepstakes 
revenue  is  to  be  used  "for  educational  purposes"  and 
there  is  a  considerable  disagreement  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  State  Tax  Commission  should  have  taken  ac- 
tion which  in  effect  caused  these  funds  to  reduce  the 
local  assessment  against  taxable  property. 

I  don't  propose  to  discuss  all  the  implications  in 
this  report,  but  there  seems  to  be  two  thoughts  which 
deserve  a  reading.  First,  District  A  has  been  going 
without  essential  educational  services  or  supplies  or 
buildings  perhaps  because  of  insufficient  taxable  prop- 
erty. This  district,  District  A,  should  use  every  cent 
of  sweepstakes  income  to  provide  these  needed  services, 
supplies  or  buildings  and  it  is  still  possible  for  the 
voters  to  use  this  money  providing  appropriate  action 
is  taken  at  the  March  District  Meeting. 

Let's  consider  District  B  —  a  district  with  plenty 
of  taxable  property  where  the  schools  have  been  bless- 
ed with  the  needed  financial  support  and  in  all  honesty 
there  exists  no  pressing  need.  In  this  second  instance 
sweepstakes  revenue  would  have  to  go  to  the  District 
according  to  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  284:21J 
but  it  would  not  seem  to  me  to  be  in  conflict  with 
the  statutes  if  the  Tax  Commission  set  the  tax  rate 
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on  the  basis  of  anticipating  state  funds  providing  the 
voters  had  not  designated  any  special  use  of  the  sweep- 
stakes revenue. 

This  problem  will  not  be  carried  over  into  the  second 
year  of  sweepstakes  experience  with  the  same  intensity 
because  the  income  will  be  anticipated  as  income  to 
the  general  fund  and  the  total  appropriation  will  be 
set  with  consideration  given  to  the  effect  this  income 
will  have  on  the  tax  assessment.  In  this  regard  the 
voters  of  Hampton  Falls  may  wish  to  set  the  spend- 
ing so  as  to  include  an  amount  to  be  deposited  in  a 
capital  reserve  fund  to  be  used  when  the  voters  deter- 
mine for  an  addition  to  the  Akerman  School. 

ADDITIONAL  CLASSROOMS  NEEDED 
The  Lincoln  Akerman  School  can  presently  house 
only  one  division  each  of  five  grades  —  and,  this  is 
using  space  formerly  designated  as  a  multi-purpose 
room.  Last  year  the  voters  approved  sending  sixth 
grade  students  to  Hampton  on  a  tuition  basis  to  alle- 
viate existing  over-crowded  conditions  at  the  Hamp- 
ton Falls  School.  Because  Hampton  is  also  beginning 
to  experience  over-crowded  conditions  coupled  with  the 
thought  that  Hampton  Falls  may  choose  to  provide  for 
all  its  students  within  grades  1-6,  it  is  felt  that  the 
tuitioning  of  grade  6  students  should  be  considered 
to  be  a  temporary  arrangement.  Thus,  an  addition  to 
the  Lincoln  Akerman  School  should  be  considered  with- 
in the  very  near  future.  The  addition  should  include 
at  least  two  classrooms  and  possibly  some  additional 
facilities. 

Membership  projections  for  Hampton  Falls  are  in- 
cluded in  this  report.  These  figures  are  based  on  an 
actual  census  of  those  children  presently  living  in 
Hampton  Falls  with  no  consideration  being  given  to 
possible  growth.

Note :  The  Falls  should  plan  on  one  room  per  grade 
until  about  1970.  There  would  be  a  possibility  of  multi- 
district assignments.  No  estimate  has  been  included  for 
any  growth  in  the  town. 

CONTINGENCY 

A  new  item  appears  in  this  year's  budget  under 
account  1900.  This  item  is  entitled  Contingency.  This 
Contingency  appears  as  both  an  expenditure  and  as 
a  revenue;  it  adds  nothing  to  the  total  assessment  to 
be  raised  by  taxes.  In  other  words,  no  money  may 
be  spent  in  this  account  unless  some  is  received  from 
a  source  over  and  above  the  district  assessment.  For 
example,  this  year  the   New  Hampshire  Sweepstakes 
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resulted  in  $1,209.30  being  paid  to  the  School  District 
over  and  above  the  original  total  assessment  thus  it 
could  not  be  controlled  nor  spent  by  the  School  Board. 

The  School  Board  feels  that  the  contingency  should 
be  provided  so  that  any  additional  monies  received, 
within  the  maximum  set  limits  of  the  contingency, 
could  be  spent  by  the  School  Board  to  meet  emergen- 
cies or  at  least  controlled  by  the  School  Board.  If  no 
reason  existed  for  the  expenditure  then  the  excess 
revenue  would  be  carried  forward  as  an  uncumbered 
balance  to  be  applied  against  taxes  the  following  year. 

I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  write  on  these  mat- 
ters for  the  education  of  youth  requires  our  serious 
consideration.
